The people of the state of Wisconsin, rep'ramtcd in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrron 1. The board of building commissioners con-
stituted under (under) chapter 845 of the general lawa of
1864, entitled “an act to provide for continuing the
work on the state capitol,” are hereby authorized to
contract for the continuation of the work on the south
wing of the state capitol : provided, that they expend
no larger sum than twenty-five thousand ($25,000)
dollars on this work.

Secrox 2. Twenty-five thousand dollars is hereby
approgriated out of any money in the state treasury
not otherwise appropriated, being the balance of sixty
thousand dollars appropriated, or intended to be ap-
{)ropristed in section 4 of chapter 845 of the general
aws of 1864, to enable the board of building commis-
sioners to continue the work on the south
wing of the state capitol, which sum of twenty-
five thousand dollars shall be in full for the entire esti-
mated cost of the work authorized and provided for in
the first sectino of said chapter 845.
